A Recent Lecture of Dr. 


Gardner Criticized. 


•NEMO" DEFENDS CHRISTIANITY 


Says Woman Fares Better Under 


That Beliglon Than Under 


Molianiniedauism. 


It was a clever Fresno lady that re- 


marked "When we wish to hear a plain 
expounding of the scripture, a simple 
exposition of tho word of God, supposed 
to olevate our spiritual nature, we attend 
an orthodox church. But when we 
wish to be amused, entertained, hear 
something new and startling, why we go 
to hear Brother Gardner." 


Perhaps the moat taking thing about 


Mr. Gardner's sorinoos (by no means 
wishing to depreciate bis well rounded 
periods, original propositions aud soar- 
ing flights of eloquence, delivered with a 
most delicious self-cotuplaceny) are his 
stories abundant well told and apropos. 
And none better illustrates his own 
method of catching the public eye or 
ear, than the one related last Sunday 
evening of Baruum. When the wiley 
showman wished to rid himself of the 
crowd he had on hand, in order to make 
room for the waiting multitude below he 
hung up the sign "This way to the 
EgroEH." Mr. Gardner's card read "Why 
are we Mohamedans." It caught the 
eye of the populace and a large and in- 
telligent class of people assembled to bo 
informed that had "Christianity been 
Unitarian instead of Trlntarian Moham* 
et would have found his religious home 
therein." 


We are led to believe that had the 


mysteries of the Trinity and dvme unity 
been overcome in the Eastern mind 
Christianity Jwould have been richer by 
100,000,000 con orta. The sensuality of 
the Eastern mind that carries its pleasure 
of the Boneea into its conception of a 
spiritual realm, or a religious belief 
whose principal tenet of faith ia a pure 
fatalism, absolutely deadening to pro- 
gress and advancement, would prove no 
especial drawback to a candidacy for 
Christianity? Neither are their domes- 
tic relations regulated by the number of 
wives a man may provide for? For 
while in the abstract considered by Mr. 
Gardner deplorable, it has resulted in 
such excellent discipline, such harmon- 
ious relationship, such domestic felicity 
in the concrete that it ia more desirable 
than anything that has been evolved by* 
Christianity or Western civilization. 


Mr. Gardner considers wo are Moham- 


medans to the extent that we believe 
God rovenled himself to certain prophets 
in the past, that we insist on miracles 
being essential to faith, and that we 
make bolief, more vital than conduct. 
But why Mohammedans in tbis respect 
more than Brahmanlsta or Buddhists? 
Also, that we are Mohammedans inas- 
much as our prayers are often lip service, 
that those wlio disagree with ua from a 
religious point of view are God's enemies, 
and that we expect earthly reward for 
righteousness. But are not these thlnKS 
characteristic of human nature the world 
over, rather than confined to a people or 
a religion ? 


We are aware tlie proselytes of Mo- 


hamet, stretching from India to Mor- 
occa, are known as Unltarlana; but that 
a sympathy of belief existed between 
them and tho Unitarians of Ohristian- 
doiu, save their rejection of tho Trinity, 
is Indeed a revelation. They certainly 
do not reject tho divinity of Christ or tho 
Immaculate conception. 
Mr. Gardner 


Bftje: "If human nature is tho same 
tho world over, if thero IB but one broth- 
erhood, how doe« It twine to pufls that 
while there are many millions of Moham- 
medans lu Aslft and Africa, thero are 
scarcely any in Europe, none in America? 
Is it not bnraly possible that Investiga- 
tion will reveal tho fact that oven where 
the name is wanting tho substance pro- 
vails?" 
It has been a mooted question as to 


precisely what Mr. Gardner did believe, 
that would bring hie most iatoreattuji 
discourses under any head, that might 
by a stretch of tho imagination be styled 
a sermon in tho accepted sense. Cer- 
tainly not to the Theodore Parker school 
of rationalism and naturalism, whoso 
ono dealro waa intellectual freedom and 
progression not for one eex, but both. 
Nor to tho refined seuUmeutalism of 
William Ellery Cnaunlnir, who in tho 
propounding of the "sweetness and 
light" theory, abhorred any discussion 
of social themes that might cause a dis- 
affection; nor still to Dr. Lunt's wing, 
who had an extreme reverence for estab- 
lished belief and would have shrunk from 
saying "tho time spent in rending tho 
Bible was wasted;" nor yet to tho New 
School, whose only defined creed IB a 
broad Humanitarianism, which recog- 
nizes for all a mental emancipation. 
Some havo unkindly hinted at Agnostic- 
ism, but this is an unwarranted cut, as 
amnestied modestly refuse to settle the 
great problems that confront them with 
an ipsi dixit, and simply declare they 
don't know. 
But at last wo have had Mr. Gardner's 


position defined, and we are led to be- 
lieve from the reciprocity of thought ho 
has found between tho Mohammedan 
and Unitarian belief, that like Mark 
Twain and hlsMendB, the Bermudians, 
hehaaat last found tbis religious sect 
ue belongs to with the strawberry mark 
on its left arm. 


Without entering into an argument as 


to whether revelation is a state of frenzy 
or hypnotism, or whether it is a high 
interior state into which fine spiritual 
natures may paes, and there see and 
bear what is impossible when locked in 
the carnal sensee, we would only Bay 
in answer to Mr. Gardner's question, 
"Why do wo not have a Paul who does 
not know whether ho is in the body or 
out?" we have had not long since. Wo 
refer to Emerson (whose philosophy 
contains all that is beautiful ia the Uni- 
tarian betieOi and who declared "there 
are times when one can pasa the hand 
through the body," and probably Emer- 
son was not alone in this experience. 


Perhaps Mr. Gardner confounds in- 


spiration with epilepsy. 
It ia evident 


Mahomet did. 
What he took for di- 


vine revelations (giving him the benefit 
of the doubt as to bis aincerity) wne 
simply tits, with which he waa la- 
mentably aOlicted. But the moat start- 
ling thlaK in Mr. Gardner's sermon was 
htB poaition on tho advancement of 
women. 
It is apparent ho is not only 


opposed 
to 
the enfranchisement of 


women but to her cultivation and en- 
Ihjhtmenton general principles, holding 
it is sure to lead to an independence of 
freedom that is likely to develop that 
moat abhored bugaboo of strong minds, 
a strong minded woman. And he draws 
a touching picture of Moslem life, where 
the women are unconcerned with what 
transpires in the outer world, uncon- 
scious of the great import of life, and 
are simply content to exist like so many 
fat puppies fed round the kitchen fire, 
satisfied if they are full and have their 
backs scratched. 
We have no doubt 


that every enlightened woman of the 
nineteenth century will glow with pride 
at this proposition and long to turn back 
a century or two that sho may realize 
this idoal Mecca of Mr. Gardner's paint- 
ing. Re says: 


"Much sympathy is manifested by 


Christians for the women of these poly- 
gamous marriages. They are in some 
geneo, the alaven of their hnabanda. 
Socially they are never allowed to occupy 
the same level with men. They are 
secluded from society and excluded from 
affairs. All this is bad. We are Bend- 
ing miMionariea with the avowed pur- 
pose of freeing them unfortunate, women 
and of conferring upon them all the 
bewfitfl of oar Christian 


Are W9 quite certain that we oamlvea 
have got any baueute to give? The 
Moslem women have had our Christian 
civilisation lully deicriUftd tu them and 
they have prayed to the Loid to be de- 
livered from it. Thuy realize their posi- 
tion—do not deny ttut the huaband is 
muter of the household, but, for the 
moot part, they are happy. Love fs i>ot 
extinguished. On the contrary it exlits 
to a very large degree. It escapee that 
friction which cornea of having too much 
independence concentrated under the 
flame roof. As only one eource of do- 
mestic authority ID ever recognized or 
thought ot, there is comparatively no 
quarreling, no answering hack, no scold- 
ing, no ondemnin*. The wile IB petted 
and cherished more than she cOuld evor 
expect to be were she in possession of 
that jttst and righteous mdepondedce 
which it is the delight of our worthy 
woman suffravsta to describe." 
It will be observed, Mr. Gardner says, 


"all this is bad," but from what fol- 
lows further on it ia evident Mr. Gardner 
doea not think it bad at all, but exceed- 
ingly appropriate and nice. .And there 
ia a tone of long drawn satisfaction 
wherein he informs ua there is "no quar- 
reling, no scolding, no answering back. 
no condemning," It is said habits end 
traits crop out in a family after twenty 
generations, and we actually believe one 
of Mr. Gardener's ancestors manipulated 
the Salem docking stool for refractory 
wives. Mr. Gardner also proceeds to en- 
lighten us as to what ia to bo do&e pro- 
viding a man and his wife are divided In 
their religious views. 


"For example, if the husband wishes to 


attend the Unitarian church While the 
wife is equally intent upon going to tho 
Baptist sanctuary, there are several 
methods of meeting the issue. First. 
the husband can go hia way and the wife 
her way. This does not strike me as 
satisfactory. 
It™ surrounds each party 


with an entirely different eet of associa- 
tions. These associations are well cal- 
culated to cause husband and wife to 
grow turther and further apart. What 
other plan would you suggest? Thia: 
Let there (be a compromise. One Snn- 
day the husband can go with the Baptist 
'.vife, the next Sunday the wife can go 
with the Unitarian husband. Therelia 
an objection to this. The danger is that 
every alternate Sunday the man will 
come home Jmdigaant at what bo has 
heard, while on the other -Sunnays the 
womrn will come home equally indignant 
at what she haa heard. Perhaps a relig- 
10UB(T) quarrel will ensue. I see no 
good way out of the difliculty. 
_ If each 


party has a strong will, and is richly 
endowed with the spirit of the Declara- 
tion of Independence there is liable to be 
trouble in that domestic circle. The 
Mohammedan system escapes nil such 
dilemmas," - 
^ 


The solution is as plain as mud. In- 


stead of several methods to meet the is- 
sue we are again referred to our sister 
Mohammed ana, ,-M . Gardner also takes 
tip the subject of divorce. Discouraged 
by tho large Dumber of divorces with 
which the country is alilicted, he con- 
cludes that the effort of woman to stand 
on an equality with man has much to do 
with it.' We are aeaiu requested to look 
with awo and admiration upon the Mo- 
hammodim household. 


"Thus we see that although Mohamme- 


dan domesticity is undoubtedly wrong, 
it is attended with very important oil'- 
Beta. Civilisation— that Christian phaao 
of it represented by the women reform 
movement, contemplates a very difficult 
task — namely, the social and matrimon- 
ial equality of the sexes. They are at- 
tempting to do what electricians declare 
cau never be done. Their purpose is to 
cause tho principle of attraction to oper- 
ate between two objects, both ol which 
are positive. They would havo husband 
and wife equally independent, eqimll; 
possessed of 
authority. They woul 


bring this about by a system of mutual 
concessions." 
These propositions eo delicately manip- 


ulated as to suggest without positive iy 
declaring are not only original, but re- 
freshing. There is not the slightest 
doubt it women could bo reduced to a 
Btftto of mental noneulty and every man 
supplied with a harem tho divorce court 
would unquestionably be thinned out. 
Wo say "iliinnuii out," but not entirely 
eradicated; for though we are led to be- 
lieve to tho contrary from Mr. Gardnor'a 
sermon, still divorce exists in Moham- 
medan households, and tho "sacred 
book" provides for tho same— see chap- 
ter 05 of tho Koran. Though wboro tho 
woman's relatives are of small import, 
tho Bosponus and a sack have frequently 
proved quite as effectual and loss expen- 
sive. 
Neither is nonentity always synonym- 


ous for amiability. If wo arc to believe 
Gibbon and Dr. Springer, tlio mosletn 
households are frequently torn aeauuder 
with petty jealousies and consumed 
with rivalries and 10'Cent ambitions. In 
his scientific illustration Mr. Gardner in- 
fers man le always tbo positive. Why? 
No better illuntration of the fallacy of 
that argument can be found than in 
Mohamet and his wife Oadeia; and Ma- 
homet, be It said to his credit, was man 
enough (o ear "all that ho was ho owod 
to her. Sho believed in him when no 
one el BO did." 
This waa true. And 


when discouraged at tho falling away of 
his followers, his lack of means, tho con- 
tempt evinced at his prophecies, so much 
oo that, like another Corlez, he sat down 
and wept (vide Chambers' Miscellany) it 
was the strong minded, tho positive 
Cadeja that braced him up, assured him 
that ho could not possibly fail and that 
in the end success awaited him. She 
even adopted hia own methods; and 
when things ecemed too precarious sho 
eaw visions wherein he was exalted and 
victorious. Thoy wore probably not np 
to Mahomet's visions; she being a strong 
minded, well balanced woman not sub- 
ject to fits it could hardly bo expected, 
but they answered tho purpose. 


Christian theology must, of course, al- 


ways be progressive. Not that its inher- 
ent principles are Inchoate, for they are 
not, they are founded on truths, indubit- 
able, eternal; hut the expansion and 
growth of man lets in more light. Under 
its benign influence and upward move- 
ment woman baa arisen in Cristiandom 
to her present dignity and high position, 
compared to which tho position of her 
sisters under the four other great relig- 
ions seems contemptibly pitiful. She 
can hardly improve herself by turning 
the loaves of tho past backward, or de- 
ducing an example from her Moham* 
rnedan sister?.

had arisen, in that George L. Warlow, 
attorney for defendant, had filed an 
.mdavit in which he averred 
that 


J. P. Menx, one of plaintiff's attorneys, 
bad represented to the judge that ho, 
Warlow, had agreed to the decree in Eaid 
action, when in fact said decree had 
never bo submitted to him. Also that 
the court had thus been misled into 
sinning a judgment that did not conform 
to the decision of the court. 


This affidavit nas been followed by 


another filed hy Mr. Meux, in which he 
sets out the transaction at length and very 
vigorously denies that he obtained the 
judgment through any sort of mi t repre- 
sentation, and also flatly contradicts the 
statement that the judgment was to be 
mbmitted to the attorney for defendant 
Defore it was signed by the court. 


He states further in his affidavit that 


any statements that he intentionally or 
otherwise, misled the court in this in- 
stance, or at any other time, is absolutely 
also; and that the judgment drawn up 
and filed is in exact conformity with the 
findings, and that the findings were sub- 
mitted to defendant's attorney and ap- 
proved by him. 


It seems, therefore, that the question 


may developo more into a difference of 
>!jin!on as to u matter of law between 
he two attorneys than a question of 
voracity. The matter will be heard very 
shortly by tho court and his decision 


ill ho awaited with unusual interest, 
ipecially by the attorneys interested.

above Ih? third grade. Is there any 
chance of getting un to the firBt grade? 
There are n Rfcat many hindrances 
agalnBt us. Thin year, at least, the best 
Malagas have been the largest, sweetest, 
tendmcBt berries, aud the fullest clucieis 
1 have over eecii. Tbo last year'fl for- 
eign crop wan IBTRO in nuantity and very 
Buuerior in quality. 
H ie true that llio'e 


raiaine do not keep as well oi ouraT but 
the bulk of tho trade ia over with the 
holidaymind, until tlion, they aro all 
right. Xnen their packing is a work of 
art. 
Such a pack could not include over 


25 per cent of the best crop cf the beat 
vineyard in California. The high price 
of labor with us would make such pack- 
ing a costly nffair. Doubtless by careful 
selection and great care we could put our 
best brands upon a much better footing 
and recover a good deal of lost ground; 
how well it would pay ia a question.

He said: "It 1 were dependent upon 


promisee, I would have been floored 
ong ago. While it ia true that I have 
:iad many kindnesses shown me, yet it 
IB also true that the major portion ol the 
iuducemeutg are yet unfulfilled. It was 
diatinctly stated that the rigbt of way 
from Fresno to Hamptooville would be 
secured to the road, as a part o! tho in- 
ducement for ita construction. 
Thia 


promise, which la BO essential to tho 
construction and absolutely necessary to 
tho title o! the road, baa confronted our 
operations nt almost every step and has 
proved a continuous embarrassment." 


"I will immediately notify all subscrib- 


ers to tho right of way fund, whose notes 
I hold, to call at the otlicc of tho railroad 
aud cancel their indebtednse. If I can- 
not secure the amounts I will pay them 
myself, but I am determined to perfecj 
the title and that at once. I will cal! 
upon the owners of tbo property and en- 
deavor to amicably Bottle with them. I 
thin cannot be done, then we will resort 
to a little friendly contest in court or be- 
fore a board of arbitration, and wo wil 
soon aeltle in that way. Then I will 
have a clear title to tho road and will no 
longer bo hampered with broken pledges 
aud delayed transactions. I am deter- 
mined this matter ah all bo disposed of 
at once. It bas boon o drawback en- 
tirely too long."

And then?" suggested tbo reporter. 
And then I shall probably eoll tho 


road. I will have no diillcnlty in doing, 
that. It :a a splendid property anil a 
desirable one, and tho Bout her u Pacific 
or any company looking toward Fresno 
would quickly Uke it. I have spent a 
preat deal of money in and 
around 


Fresno, but! have made plenty of money 
&nd will make lots more. Tbero aro so 
man£ chances of making money in 
Fresno that 1 would Qnd It profitable to 
let the road go. I would then be ham- 
pered no longer, and with plenty of 
ready money would have cbancea, along- 
side of which the bonus would be no in- 
ducement." 


Mr. Pollasky will leave for Eureka, 


lluinboldt county, in- a few days. Ho 
Koe9 there to consider the proposition of 
building a road to Ued Bluff, and be will 
probably accept the responsibility. He 
docs not contemplate abandoning Fresno, 
but will mako his home here, and devote 
himself to tho development of his num- 
erous enterprises. In this connection he 
uid: "I have extensive interests in eev- 
._. companies here, alt of which have 
nbounded reaonrces and an abundance 
f means to place them on a profitable 
aeia. Our timber and water interests 
lone contain a dozen fortunes. Whon- 
Vor I eee that there ia an occasion 
t erect u plant nnd furnish electric 
lotivo power here, I will do it, either 
enerated from steam power or by water 
iower from tbe rapids of tbo San Joa- 
uio, from which place it can hu trana- 
litted to any point desired. I will com- 
lete my home here nud lire in Fresno a 
ortion of the time. I like this city— 
lie city of Destiny, as I firmly believe it 
s. I am only tired of tho delay that has 
risen in the completion of the Mountain 
oad.andlwill at once shape up.mat- 
ers and dispose of the road to the high- 
st bidder," 
Mr. Pollflsky is inducing much capital 
o come here and it ia a pity that this 
ifling matter cannot bo arranged to his 
attraction. Havi»g dono his pact the 
ubscribere should now do theiia.
